‘That was the crux of testimony 
I submitted recently to the Sen- 
ate Governmental Affairs Com- 
mittee, whose Oversight of Gov- 
ernment Managemeni> subcommit- 
tee is holding hearings on U, S.- 
Canadian, trade policies. The sub- 
committee, chaired by Senator 
Bill Colien, is seeking answers. to 
the problems that have emerged 
from the differing trade philoso- 
phies espoused by the United 
States and Canada. — 

Basie underlying philosophical 
differences in the two countries 
have contributed to the economic 
hardships that iave~befiallen the 
Maine jumber, fishing and pota- 
to industries. In our country, par- 
ticularly under the leadership of 
the Reagan administration, our 
course is one of free trade in the 
world market, But the Canadian 
government offers numerous assis- 
tance programs 16 its industry, 
creating unfair advantiages for 
Canladian industry over that in bor- 
der states, and, panticulanly over 


. small businesses in Maine. and 


other stlates. 

Canadian potato growers: benefit 
from sas many as 30 government- 
sponsored assistance programs: in 
the form of- granits, retroactive 
subsidized price mechanisms and 
sophisticated marketing and re- 
search, tools. Taken together, these 
incentives provide Canadian grow- | 
ers. with an estimated 40 to 50% 
advantage over their American 
couriterparts. 

In the lumber industry, the Can: 
adian portion of the U, a 
market has grown ae 18.7% 
1975 to a current 31.6%, In aac 
instances, Canadian lumber sells 
at levels 12 fimes cheaper than 
U. S. lumber. The Canadian gov- 
ernment owns lands on which their 
timber is harvested, and compe- 
tifive sales practices have been 
eliminated in British Columbia. 
with the currency exchange rate 
between the tivo countries giving 
Canadians a 17 to 20% price ad- 
vantage, the U. S. lumber indus- 
try is facing economic catastro- 
phe, 

Canadian fishenmen .also are the 
beneficiaries of government sub- 
sidies not enjoyed by U.S. con- 
cerns. The U, S. government took 
a positive tack toward alleviating 
the Canadian advantages in this 
industry by establishing a 200-mile 
protective boundary for our fish- 
ermen, but Mainers have invested 
imore than $10 million in private 
funds to bolster the state's fish- 
ing industry. Additional corrective

velopments in passive ‘solar heat- 
ing is the Trombe wall, an‘ indi- 
rect-gain heating. method develop- 
ed for a house designed by Felix 


Trombe and J. Michel in: 
‘ro and Jacques. Miche tne area, 


Odiello, France, in 1967, 


In designing the house, Trombe . 


and Michel decided to use a new 
approach to storing solar energy. 


and distributing if to. the building’ Ss 


interior living area. 


Up until this time, the. most 


commonly used passive heating 
systems incorporated direct-gain, 
methods, which often call for a 
room with south-facing glass ex- 
terior wall and heat-absorbing ma- 
sonry for the room’s floor and its 
back. wall (i: e. the wall facing 
the exterior glass). 
‘For the Trombe house, howev- 
er, the two designers decided to 
* place a. 24-inch-thick masonry 
wall ‘directly behind ihe double- 
glazed, south-facing © exterior 
glass. This formed an air space 
of approximately three inches 
between the double-paned giass 
and the thermal storage wall. 
In. addition, vents with movable 
dampers were placed near the 
top and bottom of the masonry 
wall. 5 
To absorb as mich ofthe heat 
passing through the glass as pos- 
sible, the wall was painted black 
on its exterior side. During the 
day; it was. found that the sun 
often produced temperatures: of 
150 degrees Fahrenheit on the ex- 
terior surface of the masonry wall, 
and temperatures. of 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the air between the 
glass and the wall. The heat ab- 
sorbed by the masonry wall was. 
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conihinted slowly through the wall 
atid released into. the adjacent liv- 
‘ing area by radiation at night when 
the heat was needed. 

The yents at the top ‘and bottom - 
of the. thermal wall were used to 
provide distribution of heat into 


os thérliving room during the day, As 


the air between the exterior glass 
andthe masonry wall is. heated, 
it will rise naturally, As. this heat- 
ed, aif. moves upwards, it flows: 


thiough the vents at. the top of 


the, wall and. into the adjacent aye 


At the same time, cooler av hy” 
the living. area. sinks to the floor, 
where it is drawn through the 


space between the exterior glass 

and.the masonry wall, Once this. 

~ cooler air is returned, it is heat-. 
ed: again, and the cycle repeats 
itself. 

This natural looping” ‘motion. of 
heated air is generally effective 
for heating until two‘ or three 
hours after sunset. At night, the 
vents: are closed, 

Studies of the Trombe. house in, 
France show that approximately 
70% of the home’s heating require- 
ments are met with solar energy. 

A -distinct advantage of this 
system as compared. to direct- 
gain methods is that except for 
the southern masonry wall normal 
light ‘frame construction can be
